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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the new matter rejection, applicant 
argues that the Figure and paragraphs [001 5] - [001 7] provide implicit support for the method limitation that "the pores are coalesced such 
that the walls are formed between adjacent pores." In response, the examiner has reviewed the method of making but it is not clear from 
the cited passage that the chemical process of coalescense forms the wall;, that is to say, it is not clear from the method in the cited 
passage that two or more substantially identical phase domains are coming together to form a single larger phase domain. 

Notwithstanding, with respect to discussion of the prior art rejection, applicant argues that Ajisaka does not contemplate that the pores in 
the prior art composition are formed from coalescence. In response, applicant is claiming a method of treating a process stream using a 
catalyst, not a method for making a catalyst. Essentially, applicant is adding product-by-process steps to further define the composition 
used in the method, but it is not clear how these steps result in an unobvious difference of the composition, and therefore its use in the 
claimed method. In order to patentably limit the method of using the catalyst, the method of making the catalyst, namely, that the pores are 
formed by coalescense must result in a non-obvious difference in the catalyst which affects the method of using it in a non-obvious way. 
See MPEP 21 13 for a discussion of product-by-process limitations and their treatment by the Office. Furthermore, the examiner notes that 
even applicant indicates in their specification that the bodies used may be made in a variety of ways, see, e.g. [0014] the US publication of 
the instant application. 
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
